Dr. William B. Winn, 
Health Commissioner and Chief of the 
Sanitary Division of the Health ‘Depart- 
ment, resigned Tuesday after a short 


conference with Health Commissioner 
Bond. 

His resignation was accepted and in 
his place Dr, Bond appointed Dr. G. 
A. Jordan, former Chief Physician of 
the City Dispensary. 

Dr. Winn arrived at his office at the 
usual hour, apparently prepared to be- 
gin his day’s work. After remaining 
at his~desk a few minutes, following 
his usval custom he went to the office 
of Dr. Bond, It was their habit to 
mcpe every morning. 

Resignation Harried 

Pig Winn remained behind a anil 
with Dr. Bond for 15 minutes. Then he 
| hurried to his own desk, wrote his res- 
ignation and took it to Dr. Bond. 

Within half an, hour the appointment 
of Dr. Jordan was announced. Dr. Wina 
did not return to his desk after resign- 
ae and he made os announcement of

Health. Commissioner in May, 1907, to 
Succeed Charles W. Francis, who had 
held the position 82 "years. He was 
highly recomimended to Mayor Wells. 

He had served as a United States 
Army surgeon in the Philippines, and 
Congress had voted him a medal of hon- 
or which carried with it retirement on 
full pay, $250 a month. His position as 
Assistant Health Commissioner paid 
$2100 and he took the place only at the 
urgent solicitation of Mayor Wells. 

It has .been Known for months that 
there was friction between Dr. Bond 
and Dr. Winn. 

Bond’s Policy ef Silence. 

Dr. Bond's policy was not to give out 
information connected with the inner 
workings of the Health Department. 
Reporters who wanted to see him were 
required to send in cards. On the other 
hand Dr. Winn was always accessible 
and gave out information freely. 

Dr. Bond frequentty protested against 
this and said that he didn’t want any- 
one around who “was shooting off his 
face all the time.’’ 

A week ago Dr. Winn EB to 
reporters that he could not give out 
information connected with the depart- 
ment, and that all questions must be 
referred to Dr. Bond. 

Recently newspapers have given Dr. 
Winn credit for several of the reforms 
inaugurated in the Health Department.

He says he peeped through the door 
into the dining room and saw Doyle 
sitting on a table, swinging his legs, 
while Fruin sat in a chair with his 
arms around a young woman. 

The Sergeant, with hig eyes glued 
to the crack between the door aiid the 
casing, remembered that there was. no 
authority in the manual for a police- 
man to hold a girl in his lap. The Ser- 
geant would have collapsed, but his eye 
was fastened to the crack, and held him. 

Then, he says, Doyle caught sight of 
him, and didn’t wait to ask whose eye 
it was that looked at him so coldly. He 
tip-toed out into the hall, So did the 
Sergeant. Upstairs went Doyle at bre 
neck speed. After him went thé Ser- 
geant. 

They ran from hall to hall, 
room to room, all over the house. Fruin; 
in the dining room, heard the commo- 
tion. He ran into the hall. Just then 
Doyle, trying to get away, ran into 
him and they both went down, with 
the Sergeant right at them. 

The two policemen surrendered and 
went to the hat rack to get their coats 


and helmets. But three blue coats and 
helmets were there.

WENTY years ago, come this 
T Christmastide, there appeared in 
the Scribner pages, a paper that 

has fairly won its place in our perma- 
nent literature and that has borne, 
through the lapsing years, a message of 
courage and cheer to many a human 
heart.. “A Christmas Sermon” was the 
last of the series of ‘‘end-papers’’, that, 
during the year 1888, Robert Louis Stev- 
enson contributed to this magaizne, and 
he conceived it in a valedictory spirit, 
thinking only at the time of the conclu- 
sion of his twelve-months’ task, though 
in point of fact, its composition coin- 
ciding with his departure from these 
shores, it may well be taken as a fare- 
well message to a land where its au- 
thor had experienced much kindness and 
for which in sturn he cherished a hearty 
affection.

ARTIN SHERIDAN, the allround

Frederick Elinger, the only surviv- 
or of the Marienna mine explosion, 
told of the. blast which snuffed out 
the lives of 130 of his comrades and 
of his experiences in the 12 hours he 

_-remat “emong the dead before 
he was rescued. Elinger is at the 
Memorial Hospital at Monongahela. 
He said: 

“I. was employed at the Marianna 
mine as a brick mason and with il 
other masons entered the mine Sat- 
urday morning. 

“When the explosion happened I 
did pot see the beginning of it, and 
for that reason I cannot assign a 
cause, ag I and the others were at 
work near the Rachel shaft, further 
removed from where the explosion is 
supposed to have happened. I did 
hear, however, a hissing sound and, 
instinctively,. concluded that some- 
thing was wrong. This .was_ the 
burning. of the gas preceding the 
report of the explosion. 

“I immediately ducked, buried my 
face and head in the dirt and mud 
and then pulled my coat over my 
head. The explosion came along. It

struck me and threw me with terrific 
force against one of the mine walls. 
For about ten minutes, as far as 
I can. judge, I was unable to move. 

“I never actually lost conscious- 
ness, although I was badly stunned, 
but | was unable to move. Every 
part of my body ached. -As hour 
after hour passed, I heard my com- 
rades groaning all around me, but, 
gradually the groaning grew less and 
less and I’ knew-that they were all 
dead. 

“T was in the mine for about ‘tecivd 
hours after the explosion, and. was 
ultimately rescued by Fire Boss Wil- 
Ham. Underwood. When found me, 
I could not speak, only groan. He 
caught me in his arms, hurried me 
from under ground and, on reaching 
the surface, took me at once to his 
home, just close to the shaft, where 
I was revived. Later I was taken to 
the hospital in a special train. I am 
badly burned about the face, hands 
and left leg, but the doctors tell me 
I am going to get better. I have 
a wife and four children in Germany, 
and they will be glad that I have 
escaped.”’

Resolution Passed Taking Is- 
sue With Roosevelt on’ Re- 
ligion in Voting. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1.—The Baptist 


clergymen of Philadelphia take issue 
with President Roosevelt on the questidn 
of whether religion should enter into the 
consideration ef the qualifications of a 


candidate for public office. 

‘"‘We respect the high office of the 
President of the United States, but we 
dissent most earnestly from the state- 
ment that it is bigotry for an American 
citizen to refuse his vote to a candidate 
bound to support the policy of the Ro- 
man church and just as we disapprove 
of legal disabilities and tests, on the 
ground of religious beliefs, so equally 
and strenuously we maintain the in- 
alienable right of every: voter to cast 
his ballot according to the dictates of his 
own conscience and judgment uncon- 
trolled by any ecclesiastical power or 
deliverance, Roman Catholic or any oth- 
er, and without reproach or obloquoy.” 
This is a part of a long resolution 
adopted by anjoverwhelming vote by the 
Baptist ministers of Philadelphia at their 
weekly meeting after a stormy discus- 


committee appointed Jast week to take 
action on President Roosevelt’s recent 
letter on the subject of religion in poll- 
tics. The resolution declares that Catho- 
lics must. be regarded differently from 
adherents to other denomirations be- 
cause they yield absolute obedience to 
the Pope, who claims a temporal power, 
and who is by them regarded as infalli- 
ble. It continues: 
Appeal to Catholics, 

‘We regard the attitude of the high 
officials of the Roman Catholic Church 
toward both ‘our school system and our 
separation of church and State as un- 
wise, for the est interests of their 
own membership and hostile and dis- 
loyal to the eountry, and we appeal 
to the great mass of our Roman Cath- 
whose intelligent 
loyalty we do not desire to question, to 
assert their rights to think and act in 
harmony with the governmental ideas of 
their own country instead of un-Ameri- 
can ideas of the old countries. We re- 
mind them that our government has 
already given them greater religious 
Nberty than any government where 
ehurch and State are united. We urge 
them to stand by the free publi¢ school, 
that great bulwark of our liberties, 
which @ generous government provides 
for them, and to help us maintain the 
perpetual separation of church and 
State.”’ 


JESUIT DENIES THAT POPE 
EXERCISES TEMPORAL POWER 


NEW YORK, Dec. -1.—Denial of the 
temporal power of the Pope was made 
in the Catholic Club yesterday by the 
Rev. Father William O’Brien Pardow,
